The articles stolen included the ring 
set with diamonds and a great sap- 
phire, which is placed on a finger of 
St. Peter's statute on special occas- 
ions, and a complete altar service of 
gold, adorned with precious stones.

Western Conference 
Ended Deliberations at 
Edmonton Thursday 


| The spirit of cooperation between 
the prairie proviuces. and the Pacific 
coast, which has been developed in 
the conference of western mayors and 
other civic officials held during three 
days at Edmonton, is to be carried in- 
to a permanent organization, An exe- 
cutive committee of six members was 
named, composed of Mayor L. D. Tay- 
lor and ex-Mayor ht. H. Gale, of Van- 
souver, Mayor Hardie of Lethbridge 
and Mayor. Blatchford of Edmonton 
for Alberta, and: Mayor Howard Me- 
Laren of Biggar and Mayor J. R. Greg- 
ory of North Battleford for Saskat- 
chewan, This committee will have 
power to add to’its numbers, and it 
has been instructed to continue the 
work begun this) week and to arrange 
for a further convention at some fu- 
ture date, 

After a lengthy discussion it was 
decided that the government be asked 
to abolish the permit system for the 
leeismaae of grain westward. An 
amendment sought to refer the ques- 
tion to the executive committee for 
actios but Maye: degcor, Mayor, Blaten: 
ford and G. C.“icGeer, K.C., urged 
strongly that the conference take ac- 
tion at once in urging that the system 
be abolished and the shipper be given 
: same privilege of shipping to the 


west that he now possesses to ship to 
the east. 

George Stephen, of the C.P.R., of 
Winnipeg, said that so far as_ his 
company was concerned it was just 
as much interested in the develop- 
ment of the Pacific coast as the east. 
He denied the charge of a speaker of 
the previous day that there had been 
discrimination between the large and 
small shippers. If the permit system 
were abolished there would have to 
be substituted the possibility of an 
embargo by the railways such as it 
at times placed on eastern shipments. 

Mr. MeGeer said that the permit 
system was detrimental to the 
interests both of the Alberta farm- 
ers and the Pacific coast. Even if the 
permit system were abolished, there 
was little danger of an embargo in 
view of the enlarged elevator facili- 
ties now existing at Vancouver, 

A resolution > presented by ex- 
Governor J. W. Leedy expressing 
concern at the emigration from Can- 
ada and urging the government to 
take means to prevent such emigra- 
tion met with strong opposition from 
G. CG. MeGeer and was referred to the 
executive for further consideration. 

Mr. McGeer warmly condemned the 
talk of depression and said with the 
immense increase in the western 
wheat acreages in the past few years 
there was no need for talking in a pes- 
simistic strain. “\Ve don't need to de- 
clare our troubles, but we can de- 
clare what we are doing to build up 
Canada,” he said. : 

Two other resolutions, which were 
given hearty endorsation, urged the 
appointment of another for the west 
on the railway board and also that 
Alberta and Saskatchewan be given 
representation on the Vancouver har- 


bor board,

LIQUOR CONTROL 


“Guilty knowledge is required before 
a beer hall waiter can be convicted 
on a charge of selling liquor to minors, 
according to a decision handed down 
by Magistrate Sanders in police court 
Monday, at Calgary, in dismissing a 
charge against Nathaniel Dunean, The 
waiter was accused of selling beer to 
two girls, whose ages were given as 
18 and 19, according to the evidence 
of their fathers in court Monday. 

The accused took the stand and tes- 
tified that the girls had told him they 
were over 21 years of age, and he 
stated that he had known them per- 
sonally for over a year, and they had 
always given him the impression that 
they were over age. Before serving 
them the beer, Duncan testified that 
he had asked them their ages, and 
they told him they were 21 years. 

“There might have been some rea- 
sonable doubt about the age of one 
of the girls,” remarked the  magis- 
trate, “but in the case of the other 
girl, I think it should have been ap- 
parent that she is not that old.” 

Harry Lunney, counsel for the de- 
fendant, pointed out the serious: con- 
sequences of a conviction in such a 
case, stating that there was no op- 
tion but to send a person to jail if 
convicted on such a charge, and there 
was also the likelihood of the hotel 
losing the beer license. He argued 
that the prosecution had failed to 
establish the fact that Duncan had not 
taken all reasonable precaution to as- 
certain the ages of the customers.

The preparation of this, the seventh 
lcrop report issued by the department 
of agriculture, Edmonton, is approach- 
ed with reluctance, owing to the com- 
}plete change which has taken place 
jin the crop situation throughout the 
province, even since the report of two 
weelis ago, 

The hot, dry weather mentioned in 
the report two weeks ago has contin- 
ued with even greater intensity, and 
relieved very litle by rain. The con- 
sequence has been that the growing 
igrain in practically every district of 
'the province has been affected more 
lor less, and the first estimates of 
lerop yields have been tremendously 
lreduced. The very heavy © plant 
lerowth of the early part of the sea- 
‘son has in itself been responsible for 
ithg more rapid draining of the store 
lof moisture from the soil during the 
'hot spell, than would have been the 
case with a lighter crop.

ALBERTA’S LOSS 
BY HAIL IS OVER 
SEVEN MILLIONS 


Over seven millions damage by hail 
has been done to grain crops in Al 
berta this summer, according to infor« 
mation received by the provincial de- 
partment of agriculture. The depart: 
ment has been investigating the situ- 
ation and has been getting reports 
trom all the hail insurance companies 
and from the municipal hail insurance 
board, which. goes to show that about 
3,000 claims for damage by hail have 
been received to date. 

Hon. George Hoadley points out 
that at a fair average of 100 acres per 
claim and on the basis of total loss, 
as usually figured by the insurance 
companies, with an estimated value 
of $1.50 per bushel of wheat, there will 
be a loss of $25 per acre, or $7,500,000 
as a total loss to be deducted from 
the province’s grain yield this year, 

The fact that the situation is thus 
a serious one has been emphasized 
in nearly all the reports so far re- 
ceived, and Mr. Hoadley says that he 
has been getting numerous protests, 
from business firms, especialiy in the 
southern part of the province, against 
the over-optimism that has been color: 
ing some of the unofficial crop news. 
Harm, rather than good, will be done 
to Alberta, it is claimed, by even mis- 
representation of the facts, and the 
better course will be to face the facts 
as they really are. 

The minister asserts that the esti- 
mates and reports authorized by the 
government itself have been as care- 
ful and cautious as possible and there 
is no desire to withhold or disguise 
the fact that the crop has shrunk 
greatly from its first promise, Never- 
theless, he says, indications are still 
that the net crop will be well ahead of 
last year's, with big yields in sight in 
many districts.

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OUR NATURAL RESOURCES 


(From The Edmonton Journal) 

Although pitted against competitors 
from three provinces and the United 
i States, HE. A. Corbett of the Univer- 
sity of Alberta, won the first prize 
of $1 in the Edmonton Journal's 
contest for the best plans on how to 
develop the natural resources of <Al- 
i berta, This article by Mr. Corbett 
deals with a subject that is arousing 
a great deal of interest at the pre- 
sent time and is bound to excite much 
comment. 

You will find that Mr. Corbett has 
‘carefully developed his suggestions 
and spared no pains to reveal what 
lin his opinion is the basis of a solu- 
tion of a big problem, It was_ this 
that placed him first in a field of 105, 
Read the article which follows:

| The announcement of the return of 
the natural resources to Alberta in 
‘the near future should be of pro- 
enng interest to every citizen of the 
province, It means that within the 
next few years the custody and admin- 
istration of vast areas of land, timber, 
coal, tar sands, salt and clay deposits, 
reservoirs of oil and gas, water power 
and fisheries will be transferred from 
the department of the interior at Ot- 
tawa to be administered by a newly 
formed department of natural re- 
sources in the government buildings 
at Edmonton, There can be no doubt 
ithat this event will impose upon the 
provincial government and upon the 
people of the province a new and 
lvery heavy responsibility, Bult—as 
has been pointed out by the Edmon- 
ton Journal many times in the last

pects brightening and the con- 
struction of a coast outlet for the

The first great problem, therefore, 
that confronts the government of Al- 
berta, in assuming control of its na- 


[tural resources, is to find out how 
[best to develop them and at the same 
{time conserve them. 
'tage of them as a public asset, to de- 


To take advan- 


velop them wisely and at the same 
time to guard them from exploitation 
and waste. The usual army of conces- 
sionaires and job hunters will be at 
the doors of the legislative buildings 
the day after the resources are trans- 
ferred; if they have not arrived al- 
ready. The organization of a depart- 
ment for the handling of this huge 
problem should be a matter of the 
very first importance to the premier 
and his cabinet. 

In the first place, a careful study 
should be made by a picked commis- 
sion of three or four men of the sys- 
tem of administration already in oper- 
ation at Ottawa and in other prov- 
inces, with a view either to adopting 
the general plan of organization 
built up by years of experience, or im- 
proving upon it, or adopting another. 
We could thus profit by the experience 
of other states. Such an investigation 
might with profit be extended to var- 
ious of the states in the republic to 
the south of us. 

In the second place it should be 
clearly understood that the govern- 
ment of Alberta is free to take over 
with the natural resources some, at 
least, of the best brains that have 
been developed in the special depart- 
ments at Ottawa, and on the other 


hand—and even more important— the 


government must be free to weed out 
the pensioners, politicul appointees 
and seat-warmers found in all de- 
partments of the civil service. 
Having set up am,organization for 
the handing of the fiber! resougces, 
it should be a matter of routine that 
all developments should proceed along 
scientific lines; that principle estab- 
lished, the danger of waste and exploit- 
ation disappears—for it naturally im- 
plies that the department of natural 
resources will be kept in constant 
touch with the council of scientific 
and industrial research, which, for 
some years, has carried on its investi- 
gations at the University of Alberta, 
It cannot be too strongly emphasized 


\that in all matters relating to devel- 
jopment the counsel and services of 
trained scientists should be obtained. 

The direct question asked by the 
Journal is “What would you do with 
the natural resources?” To answer 
that properly one must imagine one- 


self in the position of the premier of 
\the province at the prsent time. 


Let me say, therefore, respectfully, 
that if [ were premier of Alberta I 


iwould proceed without delay to set 


up an organization which should be 
called “The Department of Natural 
Resources.” There would, of course, 
shave to be a cabinet minister at the

jconcern, therefore, would be to find

| istration three bureaus, a bureau of 
imines under the direction of a trained 
jscientists, a bureau of forest and. fur 
under the direction of a-chief fores- 
ter, a bureau of lands under the direc- 
jtion of a chief immigration officer 
jor colonization agent.

When British Columbia came into 
the dominion, a part of her agreement 
called for five or six geographical sur- 
veyS a year. That obligation has 
been fulfilled throughout, greatly to 
the benefit of B.C. But in the case 
of Alberta it would be necessary to 
have geological survey work carried 
out by geologists who are close to 
the mining problems peculiar to this 
province and who are at hand to give 
advice twelve months in the year. 

The administration of the parks of 
the province should bo left where it 
is now—at Ottawa. To take it over 
would be a needless and expensive 
transfer, 

Federal or Provincial? 

It is an open question whether or 
not the water resources should be left 
a federal matter. The three prairie 
provinces are dependent upon the 
same main sources of supply. It may 
be possible under provincial adminis- 
tration for one province to rob the 
others of a part of their water supply, 
but under federal control the inter- 
ests of all three would be guarded. 

Timber protection, fire fighting, 
forest conservation, should be left as 
now in the hands of federal authori- 
ties, Le, that in addition to timber 
protection the federal government es- 
tablish a trail-making organization. 
Natural resources depend for develop: 
ment a good deal on their accessibil- 
ity. The forestry branch at Ottawa 
should be responsible for the making 
and maintaining of forest trails. 

It should also be pointed out that 
although the matter of topographical 
surveys is to be left in the hands of 
the department of the interior at Ot- 
tawa, that department will not be ex- 
pected to advise incon.ing settlers as 
to what land is or is not fit for culti- 
vation. Too much of that has been 
done in the past. <All information of 
that kind should be obtained from 
the provincial department of natural 
resources whose data comes from the 
soil survey which has been in opera- 
tion for some years under the direc- 
tion of the department of soils at 
the University of Alberta. 

Attracting Capital } 

The Journal in its circular asks the 
question “What would you do to de- 
velop Alberta’s natural resources—to 
thicken up settlement, to attract cap- 
itaf tur development, to promote drill. 
ing and mining, to stimulate the use 
of tar sands, water powers, forests 
and fisheries?” 

We have tried to point out in the 
foregoing pages that the immediate 
problem before the government is to 
place the natural resources in the 
hands of a department fully qualified 
to deal with them in a scientific and 
economic way. If you have a properly 
organized department with trained 
men in charge of its separate divisions, 
a sound and healthy development will 
take place as a matter of course. It 
would be better to leave the control 
of our resources at Ottawa than to 
have them administered and possibly 
exploited by an organization made up 
of ignorant and inefficient lobbyists. 

There is no way in which capital 
can be compelled to come to Alberta. 
Last year there was a total of 2,500 
millions of dollars of United States 
money invested in Canada. This year 
it is said another 500 million will en- 
ter the dominion. Whether Aiberta 
will get a share of that money de- 
pends altogether on the attitude of 
mind of the law-makers and the people 
of Alberta in general, Big outside in- 
terests will only invest in Alberta 
when the field offers advantages so 
attractive that they naturally invite 
attention. 

Capital will come in readily enough 
if vexatious restrictions already on 
the statute books are removed. One 
does not question the value of good 
advertising. We should let the world 
know what we have to offer in the

Their only 
reason for sending their money away 
has been taken from them and arrayed 
against this argument is a host of 
others, absolutely irrefutable, showing 
that it is in the interest of all and of 
the community as a whole for every 
citizen to purchase every possible re- 
quirement at home. 

May the habit of buying at home 
inaugurated during this Community 
Sale, long continue. It more than any 
other single factor, will determine the 
greatness and prosperity of our town. 
Every resident of the town and dis- 
trict benefits when the people of a 
community trade at home. <All suffer 
equally when they patronize the mail 
order houses of distant centres. “If 
you buy away from home and I buy 
away from home, what will become 
of our town?” It is good common 
sense and it is of individual benefit 
and the community that all trade 
with the men on whom depends to a 
great extent the well-being and pros- 
perity of our community. — Yorkton 
Enterprise. 

Would it not be possible for the 
business men of Wetaskiwin to co- 
operate and put on periodical Com- 
munity Sales? This method of com- 
peting with the mail order houses is 
being tried out in many places in the 
west with gratifying suecess, and we 
see no reason why it could not be pro- 
fitably carried out in Westaskiwin. 
The entire community would receive 
the benefit, as the merchants would 
have a much larger turnover of their 
stock, and the buying public would 
eet goods at the lowest prices. Let all 
the business men get together and 
work for the betterment of conditions 
both in the city and country.

From many sources are heard the 
charges that the schools of the day 
are failures in one of their most im- 
portant functions—the work of teach- 
ing adolescents to keep their eyes

class of an Atlantic City, NJ., high 
school with a view to establishing 
how “dumb” are some of the products 
of the modern high school. Selected 
“howlers” from among the answers 
disclose that de Pachmann {fs an auto- 
mobile racer; that Charles G. Dawes 
is the gloomy dean (please remember 
this from a United States high school) 
that Tammany Hall is a girl’s school 
in Now York; that Owen’ D. Young 
won notoriety in the Herrin riots, 

This, at first glance, would appear 
to indicate that insufficient attention 
had been bestowed upon these pupils 
by their teachers. Probably not all 
teachers are blameless, but chats with 
recent high school and college grad- 
uates applying for positions lead to 
the impression that the fault is more 
hasic—that it begins in the home. 
All too many parents send their chil- 
dren off to school with the thought in 
their’ mind’ that, from that time on 
their responsibility ends. In the city 
of Winnipeg, according to official re- 
cords, laxity on the part of parents 
was responsible for no less than 141 
absentees in May. 

The adolescent mind is the teach- 
er’s field in which to labor, but to 
the parents is given an unshirkable 
responsiblity that demands proper pro- 
tection of that field. 

For many pupils, high school means 
the end of education—and at that 
time they should be able to know and 
interpret the meanings of current 
events, else they will have to go 
through life with others doing their 
thinking for them, 

Seeds of education sown by a teach- 
er should not be permitted handicaps 
such as the filth of cheap dance-halls, 
trashy novels and magazines or sex 
motion picture plays. All these avill 
ever produce in the figurative mental 
field are vicious seeds. 

Then too, there is the danger of 
asking that a pupil be rushed through 
the grades regardless of proper assimi- 
lation of teachings. A nineteen-year- 
old high school graduate taugh to ee 
his brain is to be preferred to a six- 
teen-year-old afflicted with mental 
indigestion.—Canadian Finance.

FARMERS FROM

Calgary, July 18—On account of 
the sudden change in the crop situa- 
tion in the dry areas of southern Al- 
berta due to the present heat wave, 
Hon. George Hoadley, minister of ag- 
riculture, announced yesterday that 
he was taking steps at once to renew 
arrangements for transporting farm- 
ers in the dry districts to areas of 
rainfall in the north. Under the pre- 
vious arrangement, the dominion goy- 
ernment, provincial government, and 
railways each stood one-third of the 
cost of moving a carload or two of 
settlers’ effects, and the families of 
the settlers. Last year many hun- 
dreds of people were transferred to 
the north in this.manner, but the ar- 
rangement expired at the end of June. 
1925. Mr. Hoadley said it should be 
renewed promptly in order that farm- 
ers who had to make the change this 
year might be able to do so hefore 
winter,

(Continued from page 2) 


1. First, the principle of non-alien- 
ation of state lands. Possesion of 
‘oil fields, mining areas, timber limits, 
water powers and fisheries should be 
by leasehold only. 

Leases for Timber 

Leases should be issued at a purely 
nominal rental and = any substantial 
return to the province should come 
in the form of fixed royalties after 
production has begun. 

The danger of any other form of 
title than leasehold is shown by the 
experience of the state of California. 
Forty years ago three-fourths of the 
timber now standing was publicly own- 
ed, it passed from government to; 
private ownership, The three largest 
holders are construction companies, 
one of which, the Southern Pacific 
company, in 1913 owned one hundred 
and six billion feet! It is difficult, 
says the report, to give an adequate 
idea of the immensity of this holding. 
It stretches practically six hundred 
and eighty miles along the Southern 
Pacific railway between Portland and 
Sacramento. The fastest train over 
this distance takes thirty-one hours. 
During all that time the traveller is 
passing through lands a large propor- 
tion of which, for thirty miles on each 
side, belongs to the railroad, and in 
almost the entire strip this corpora- 
tion is the dominating owner of both 
lumber and land! 

Another case in point is the history 
of the United States Stone and Tim- 
ber act of 1878. By this act it was 
possible for anyone to buy outright 
forest and timber lands unfit for cul- 
tivation at $2.50 an acre. Timber cor- 
porations. immediately sent out scouts 
to locate huge tracts of timber which 
were then purchased at the 
mentioned price regardless of the ac- 
tual stumpage value. 

Possession by leasehold only gives 
the government a chance to watch 
development and impose restrictions 
or stop work altogether where it is 
thought wise to do so. The govern- 
ment would certainly find it neces- 
sary to state definitely that timber 
below a certain girth must be left 
standing; that fish taken from = cer. 
tain waters be restricted to a certain 
number. 

The Mining Industry 

It is a matter of common knowledge 
that there are too many “gopher-hole 
mines” in Alberta. 

The bureau of mines, and chief pro- 
vincial geologist would in this way 
be able to control and regulate the 
output of Alberta coal mines and put 
the business on a sound footing. 

We do not want an oil boom or a 
mining boom, or any other kind of a 
boom in Alberta. We have had our 
lesson, What we want is normal, 
steady-going deveolpment. And it 
would be better to limit leases of pro- 
perty to large and responsible com- 
panies than to have numberless little 
promoters vigorously digging holes, 
selling worthless stock and wasting 
time and money, Possession by lease 
a strict limitation of the number of 
leases granted, royalties only after 
production, and fixed by an act over 
a number of years; and the removal | 
of needlessly annoying restrictions | 
upon incoming investors will bring 
the kind of development Alberta needs. 

Alberta’s Greatest Asset | 

2. The second principle to be ob-| 
served is in connection with the de- 
velopment of what is after all our 
greatest asset, agricultural lands. 

Here the department of natural 
resources would have its first and, 
greatest problem. 

What would you do to “thicken up” 
setlement?
